TEN PERSONS KNOWN TO HAVE 


LOST THEIR LIVES. 


FEW BUILDINGS WERE SPARED 


HUNTING FOR DEAD AT NEW 


RICHMOND, WIS. 


Herman, Neb., June 14.—This vil- 


lage was destroyed by a tornado last 
evening. 
Nine people were killed 


and eighteen were seriously injured 
in the wrecks of their homes. 


The tornado started about two 


miles west of Herman and after trav- 
eling west a short distance turned 
back, covering a strip about twenty 
five rods wide. 


The town was directly in its path 


and only two or three residences were 
left standing. The Methodist church 
and the school building arc the 
only other buildings left. The Meth- 
odist church is being used us a hos- 
pital and morgue.

Washington street furrier, was taken 
into custody this afternoon by Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Rose on a 
charge of opening a letter addressed 
to Miss Sophia Cammeyer. 
Misi 


Cammeyer resides at 87 St. Mary's 
avenue, and was formerly employed 
at Mr. Klein's fur house. 


In her complaint Miss Cammeyei 


makes affidavit that "on or about the 
19th day of October, 1898, the said 
Richard Klein did unlawfully take a 
letter addressed to Sophia Cammeyer, 
No. 20 East Washington street, city, 
and before it had been delivered to 
the person to whom it was directed 
opened the said letter and read a part 
or portion thereof, with a design to 
obstruct the correspondence and pry 
into the business and secrets of the 
snid Sophia Cammeyer, contrary to 
the provisions of the act of congress 
in such case made and provided, and 
against the peace and dignity of the 
United States." 


Mr. Klein was taken before Com- 


missttmer Logan and gave a bond of 
$200 for his appearance for a prelim- 
inary hearing on Monday, June 19. 
Mr. Klein says there is nothing in 
the case; that the letter was opened 
by mistake; that it was addressed in 
his care* alid came with other mail; 
that without looking at it he cut open 
the end of the envelope, as he did 
with all his letters, but that when 
he disco vered the letter was addressed 
to ftiss Cammeyer he delivered it to 
her without reading its contents. 


Washington, June 14.—Mr. Henry 


). Havemeyer, president of the 
American Sugar Refining company, 
was examined by the 
industrial 


commission today in connection with 
its investigation of tiusts. His tes- 
:imony related almost wholly to the 
sugar industry and he opened with a 
vigoious attack upon the customs 
tariff, which he declared was the 
"mother of all trusts," becoming 
such by providing- "an inordinate 
piotection to manufactured articles." 


This attack was made in a written 


statement which the witness had 
prepared before making his appear- 
ance before the committee and which 
he read in a ringing voice. Continu- 
ing his statement, he asserted that 
a tariff of 1 per cent, was as high as 
any tariff should be. He contended 
that sugar is discriminated against 
in the tariff in the interest of the 
Louisiana sugar-cane growers, the 
beet-sugar makers and the sugar 
growers of the Hawaiian Islands. 


To these interests he contended 


the United States contributed $24,- 
000,000, which was taken out of the 
pockets of the people. The protection 
on sugar amounted to only one- 
eighth of a cent a pound, or about 
31^ p?r cent, ad valorem. It ought to 
be twice as much, he insisted. 


"What the sugftr refining business 


has paid or is paying 
represents 


nothing more than an adequate re- 
turn on the capital invested," he 
said.

Manila, June 14.—8:15 a. m.—Be- 


fore dark last night the Fourteenth 
infantry swam the Zapote river, 
charged and carried the trenches, a 
heavy fusilade of artillery preparing 
the way and covering the crossing. 


The insurgents broke for the woods 


before the Fourteenth reached them. 


Almost at the same time the Ninth 


and the Twelfth crossed a bar of the 
sea and came up on their left flank 
at a point where a body of marines 
with Maxim guns landed under the 
protection of the ships' batteries and 
fired upon the enemy's leit rear with 
a demoralizing effect. 


The Twenty-first crossed the river 


by a bridge as soon as it could be 
mended. 


Sixty-five 
dead Filipinos 
were 


found in the trenches, most of them 
shot through the head. Several five- 
inch E.mooth-bore guns were captured 
with ammunition marked "U. S. 
navy yard." 


After crossing the river the troops 


were withdrawn, with the exception 
of the Ninth and Twenty-first, these 
regiments being left with four guns 
to guard the bridge. 


As they were being formed into 


companies the insurgents commenced 
to fire volleys from the bamboo 
jungle three hundred yards 
away. 


The regiment formed into line rap- 
idly nnd coolly, though under fire, 
and cheering, rushed to the woods, 
driving the enemy a mile away, the 


Jacob Helms, the Garrett rapist, was 


in the Allen county jail during the 
early hours of this morning, but it 
is probable that, inasmuch as a iu- 
mor of this fact became general dur- 
ing the day, that he has been spirit- 
ed away. When Sheriff Hathaway 
left Auburn before midnight last 
night he started towards Fort Wayne 
with his prisoner and the mob did 
not find Helms. 


A Sentinel reporter asked Sheriff 


Melching today if Helms was in his 
custody and he remarked: "I have 
nothing to say." When piessed, he 
remarked, 
"I was asleep at that 


hour; what would I know about it?" 


"Why not admit that he is in your 


custody, Mr. Melchmg; the mob cer- 
tainly will not come here?" 


"They had better not. We will not 


have any southern Indiana lynchings 
heie. The militia will be called out 
first.'' 


"Then he is here?" persisted the 


reporter. 


"Sheriff Hathaway doesn't want 


anybody to know where his prisoner- 
is and I have nothing to say." 


That Helms was here there is no 


doubt and that Sheriff Melching 
knows where he is is a certainty, 
and rather than take any chances on 
a mob the officers are determined 
that Helms shall not be located. 
Many of the people of Garrett are de- 
termined to wreak vengeance and it 
is quite probable that they might 
come even this far to hang Helms 
were they certain he is here. Sher- 
iff Melching is keeping his secret 
well and is prepared to aid Sheriff 
Hathaway at any time aid may be 
needed.

ty would be frustrated and a lynch-

The determined character of 
the 


mob was evidenced by the fact that 
an attempt made by Deputy Sheriff 
Haitford to reach Sheriff Hathaway 
and his prisoner with a double car- 
riage was frustiated by his being 
closely followed by a party of men on 
bicycles who gave the deputy no 
chance to get out of town. Finding 
that he could not leach the appoint- 
ed lendezvous, Mr. Hartford sent a 
trusted messenger to notify the sher- 
iff of the situation and then succeed- 
ed in throwing- the men off the track 
by driving west in the direction of 
Avilla, being- followed nearly to the 
county line. It being evident that 
Helms had been removed beyond 
their reach, the mob returned to Gar- 
rett, and at 3 o'clock all was again 
quiet, though there was but 
little 


sleep in the sheriff's household. 


Sheriff 
Hathaway returned 
this 


morning and will give no informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of his 
prisoner, though the later is known 
to be in safe confinement. The ex- 
citement incident to the affair is rap- 
idly subsiding.

HOW THE MOB WAS FOILED. 


Auburn, Ind., June 14.—Special.— 


By the coolness and prompt action 
Sheriff Hathaway and his deputies 
DeKalb county has been saved 
the 


disgrace of mob violence, and Jacob 
Helms, who&e awful ciimes against 
Vhc little Smith girls is familiar to 
the country, is still permited to live, 
though in close confinement in some 
jail unknown to the people herea- 
bouts. 


The rumors that the brutal assault 


by Helms upon the little girls at 
Garrett would be avenged by the peo- 
ple of that place were confirmed last 
night when there appeared on the 
streets of Auburn a party of deter- 
mined men, about 250 in number, 
whose openly-expressed purpose it 
was to take Helms from the county 
jail and hang him to the nearest tree. 
At an early hour last evening the 
crowd began congregating in the ball 
park at Garrett and when the time 
came to start for Aubuin sevcitl well 
known citizens were selected as lead- 
ers. Cairiages, wagons and bicycles 
weie pressed into service and many 
who could not secure transportation 
in that way came over on the late 
trains. 
Arriving in Auburn the 


crowd gathered near Evergreen cem- 
etery to prepare for the work laid 
out for them.

About 8 o'clock John Bueter, Tom 


Dowling, Emmett Harper and Henry 
Meyers started from New Haven for 
Fort Wayne 011 their wheels. When 
they reached the home of Barney 
Tibbetts, about one mile west of New 
Haven, the rain came down in tor- 
rents and the young men sought 
shelter under a big willow tree. 


They were protected from the rain, 


but suddenly there was a vivid flash, 
a roll of thunder, a crash and the 
quartet were thrown to the ground. 
Lightning struck a telephone pole 
not far from the tree and slashed 
many of the branches off the willow 
under which they were standing. 
Young Dowling was thrown head 
fiist over a log and was scratched 
about the face. 
He was dazed and 


it was some seconds before he was 
able to arise. Even then he was af- 
fected by the shock. Emmett Harper 
felt the discharge probnbly more 
keenly than of the others and for a 
minute or two believed that his back 
was burned. Henry Meyers, too, was 
dazed by the flash and did not know 
for some time what he was doing. 
Altogether, however, the young men 
were in luck, as none of them were 
seriously injured and in the course 
of half an hour were able to mount 
their Wheels and ride back io New 
Haven to tell the story. The effects 
of the lightning were apparent be- 
fore they arrived there, however. The 
fluid which struck the telephone pole 
near where they stood had been car- 
ried into the office of the telephone 
company, and many of the intermedi- 
ate poles were splintered almost to 
smithereens.

To fatten young geese, place them in 


a pen, not too large, so that they will 
not exercise too much, and feed thiee 
times a day nil they will eat up clean 
of the following: Cornmeal mixed to a 
dry crumbly state and 
beef scraps 


amounting to 20 per cent of the bulk of 
tbo cornujoal. While fattening young 
geese they should bo kept as quiet as 
possible; no excitement whatever should 
disturb them. When feeding, approach 
them quietly and do not irritate them 
in the least, or they will not fatten, but 
will "throw out" or grow another ciop 
of feathers. At ten weeks cf age, or 
when the tips of the wings reach the 
tail, they are ready for market aud 
should -weigh between eight and ten 
Bounds.
